Martino Takes Jump 
Over Thorwaldson

RED MOUNTAIN, CALIF, Aug. 9, 1970- 
For lots of desert riders, this past 
weekend was just great for surfing. The 
temperature on the desert wasa scorch- 
ing 110 degrees, while it was a pleasant 
70 on the beach. Beer, bikinies and 
boards seem mighty tempting when you 
know the metal parts on your bike are 
going to be too hot to touch and if you fall 
off you might be par-boiled before you 
can find shade. But die-hard desert 
riders can't be disuaded by such argu- 
ments, They know there are points up 
for grabs and if they don't get them, 
their competitors will, 

Since the Sidewinders Hare Scrambles 
was a point event, that's where they were. 
All of them, Thorwaldson, Martino, Mor- 
gan, Clark, Byers the whole bunch. They 
hoped it would be short, nice easy loops 
that would give man and machine a chance 
to survive, But no such luck. Thirty-five 
miles per loop and not much of it was 
easy. The run to the smokebomb was 
virgin territory and farily steep uphill. 
The big bikes had things their way for a 
change, First to the bomb was Dave 
Lewis on a CZ, who was really wailing 
and enjoying, but he was being pushed 
hard by Whitey Martino, Husky-mounted 
Checker who is currently Numero Uno 
in the desert, 

From the smokebomb the riders 
dropped into a narrow wash where it was 
single file and look-out-who-you’re 
pushing-buddy. Some riders managed to 
Scoot across the hillside and avoid the 
traffic jam but others with less luck or 
skill found themselves unnecessarily 
pushing over the steep little hill. 

For those who didn’t like the sandwash 
there were some real neat razorbacks 
with sharply sloping sides. ‘‘Not bad 
enough to get you killed, but you could 
spend a long time getting your bike out," 
one rider observed. 

From one check up on top of Red 
Mountain you could look straight across 
about five miles and see the pit area. 
Lovely view. But not many of the riders 
Stopped to appreciate it, Most have 
learned the hard lesson about sightseeing 
while racing: Don't! One rider who ap- 
parently didn't learn his lesson well 
enough, left his Van-Tech lying in widely 
separate pieces, neither of which con- 
tained the engine, Neither rider nor 
engine were anywhere to be seen, 

It took about 50 minutes for the first 
riders to make it back to the pits and 
Martino was first in, followed by Mike 
Patrick on his fast Yamaha, Casualties 
were already starting to mount, Thor- 
waldson was out, He crashed into some 
rocks and bet his machine, Jack Morgan, 
scourge of the little bike set, seized his 
Hodaka and limped into the pits, Other 
riders, wishing they had opted for the 
surf, just quit, 

The second loop was justabout like the 
first, except that somewhere along the 
line something happened to Mike Patrick, 
but nobody seemed quite sure what. Mar- 
tino was still in there running strong and 
he took first, Second overall and first 
250 was Bob Paxton on a Yamaha, He 
was followed by Tom Smith on a Tracy- 
tuned Husky. Dave Lewis, CZ, and lead- 
er at the smokebomb was in fourth. 
Whitey Gregory, running one of the new 
A.J.’s was fifth. To this point, all 
except Paxton were 500 Experts, but 7th 
spot was an Open Expert, Doyle Fields 
on a Triumph. Skipping a few spots, first 
250 Amateur was Greg Winkle on a 
Yamaha in 12th overall, Art Knapp, on 
another Tracy-tuned Husky was first 500 
Amateur in 16th overall. 

Novice class winners could not be 
determined by press time, with the ex- 
ception of the 125 class Novice, who was 
Wayne Cook on a Yamaha, First 125 
Expert was Eric Jenson on a Sachs. 
First 125 Amateur was also undeter- 
mined, 

In the trail bike class, Terry Clark 
took the lead at the smoke bomb and 
never relinquished it. As his little Harley 
came smoking through the pits on the 
first lap, he had already established a 
good lead on second place man, Mitch 
Mayes, who was also Harley mounted. 
Mayes however was out at the end, and 
it was Rich Marks on a Hodaka in second 


and Cordis Brooks, also on a Hodaka, 
in third. First Trailbike Amateur was 
Randy Milligan also on a Hodaka, 

This makes Terry Clark's sixth win, 
Looks like maybe Terry wants Number 
One red plate next year, When Terry 
was asked about the course he said 
things like '*Neat," and ''Bitchin'"', His 
only rough moment occurred at the 
smoke bomb when his engine faltered 
briefly, Loosening his gas cap cured the 
problem (a stopped-up vent) and he con- 
tinued on his way to win. Whitey Mar- 
tino’s comment on the run way, ‘‘It was 
a good run but! really had to work hard,’’ 
That comment seemed to typify the feel- 
ings of most: It was a good run, but 
fairly tough, well marked and well or- 
ganized, The Sidewinders, hosts of the 
run, wish to acknowledge the assistance 
of The Sandblasters M,C. and Rescue 
Three, both of whom contributed much 
to the success of the run,

Of the new XR, Harley-Davidson’s 
production racer, a piece of factory liter- 
ature states, “All you do is add gas, oil 
and one rider, anxious for winning.” 
However, the results of the XR’s short 
history on the track would suggest that 
the winning combination is not so simple. 
Riders of the new machine — including 
the factory team riders — have suffered 
one breakdown after another, and even 
when the machine is running reliably, it 
appears that gas and oil alone aren't 
enough to make it competitive. 

For example, witness Mert Lawwill, 
the number one National rider and top 
Harley man, switching back to the old 
KR flathead in his recent Ascot Park 
victories, after several dismal outings

Harley-Davidson's new super racer has failed to come up to 
early expectations for two reasons. Flaws in design do exist, 
but much of the disappointment is because people have 
expected more of the XR than they should of any new bike 
right out of the box, racer or otherwise. But a realistic look 
into the motor makes one encouraging point. It isn't going 
to take a decade to sort out the problems, for all of that 
was done with the KR, and much of it will apply here. 


bike's failure to come up to expectations, 
so we found one that we could '*get into, 
Seeking possible causes for the less than 
winning ways of the XR. The photographs 
and statistics in this article are froma 
machine that was purchased in 
Milwaukee, brought to Ohio, and prompt- 
ly torn down, Its cylinders have not 
contained fire, except for a few minutes 
on a dynamometer, It is owned by an 
Ohio rider with a decade of experience 
on KRs, Sportsters, and Sprints, and it 
is being modified by one of the very good 
Harley-Davidson tuners in the East, 

It is being treated with care because 
its owner knows that more than mere gas 
and oil must be added to any racing 
machine, He knows that there is really no 
such thing as a stock production racer — 
at least not a truly competitive one. 
Yamaha (with the RR2) and Norton (with 
the Manx) probably have come as close to 
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such a beast as anyone can, but nothing 
will win right out of the crate. Ifit does, 
you’re not riding in very fast competition, 

And that brings us toan important point 
we would like to make before launching 
into technicalities, Harley-Davidson is 
not to be indicted for all of the XR’s 
problems. The XR’s performance has 
been said mainly because too many hap- 
less Amateurs (and a few Experts who 
should have known better) thought they 
actually could purchase a super racer in 
a box. As we said, there’s no such thing, 
and that is true of any manufacturer’s 
machine, advertising literature notwith- 
standing. But unfortunately for Harley- 
Davidson and themselves, too many 
people have jumped into the 1970 season 
thinking they had found an easy way to the 
checkered flag. 

Theoretically the XR’s performance 
can be considerably boosted by a whole-

sale shedding of excess weight, and 
believe us, there is plenty to be shed. 
Basically, this dieting is what is being 
done to the machine we studied. Few 
goodies are being installed, for the own- 
er and tuner want to take one step at a 
time, first convincing themselves that 
the machine will run reliably and power- 
fully when properly prepared, 

Two results are hoped to be achieved 
by trimming pounds from the XR. First, 
a lighter bike is easier to muscle around 
the track, But more importantly, an 
engine with less reciprocating weight 
wil rev up quicker, reach its power 
range sooner from an idle, and conse- 
quently be more manageable in the 
rider's hands. 

It is in the XRs reciprocating parts 
that Harley-Davidson has let very un- 
racer-like iron slip by. Some weight 
reductions are questionable (they may

sacrifice reliablity for performance) but 
some can and must be accomplished, Опе 
very important change must be made in 
the pistons. The Offenhauser slugs that 
come in the machine are wholly unsatis- 
factory, and piston failure on the track 
bears this out (Remember Daytona and 
Kent, Washington?). They are such mas- 
sive, heavy chunks of metal, it is not 
likely that any amount of lightening will 
improve them,

The machine owner cooperating with 
us drilled metal out from under the 
crowns of his pistons, He drilled until 
his tuner judged them lightened beyond 
any limit of reliability and he still con- 
sidered them entirely too heavy. The 
solution these people are trying begins 


as a Sportster piston. 

Right out of the box it is a half ounce 
lighter than the radically drilled XR 
piston, We can't say what a stock XR 
piston weighs, but the lightened one we 
saw tips the scale at 12-3/4 ounces. On 
the other hand, the stock Sportster piston 
weighs 12-1/4 ounches, and almosta full 
inch of its skirt will be removed, and it 
too will be drilled before it is mounted 
on the XR rods, That's going to resultin 
a mass that is several ounces lighter 
than stock pistons, and when several 
ounces are started, stopped, and started

again more than 7000 times a minute, 
they amount to a great deal of inertial 
weight, Besides, compared to the Sport- 
ster piston, the cast aluminum Offen- 
hauser item is a sadly executed chunk 
of ore, and rather carelessly finished, 

To hold our lightened, forged Sportster 
pistons on the rods, we fish into an old 
KR and swipe its lightened wrist pins, 
These little numbers — believe it or not 
— each weigh a full ounce less than the 
Stock XR items. By now we've removed 
nearly a quarter pound of upper-end 
reciprocating weight, 

Continuing on toward the lower end, our 
tuner next decided to scrap his XR tap- 
pets in favor of the KR parts, Porperly 
prepared KR tappets are lightened, their 
tops are radiused to encourage oil drain- 
age, and they have a flattened side that 
acts as an oil groove, However, here is 
one part where the XR versionis potenti- 
ally superior, We discovered that the 
stock XR tappet weighs exactly the same 
as the lightened KR tappet. Therefore, 
when it is properly drilled and machined 
for oil flow, the result should be a part 
much lighter than the KR counterpart, 

Next, a major modification is carried 
out on the rear intake cam gear and shaft, 
This does not concern lightening, but it 
is a modification that has proven its 
necessity in the KR motor, In the stock 
XR all camshaft ride in ball bearings

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ékcépt the rear intake cam, This rides 
in a bushing, and for a racing motor the 
bushing should be removed and the shaft 
turned down to accept a bearing. 

Now we move to the left side of the 
motor where literally pounds of ironcan 
be removed from rotating parts that 
limit the rate of acceleration, Here, how- 
ever, our tuner considers the modifica- 
tion necessary rather than ideal. The 
clutch hub and clutch drum that come in 
the XR are massive chunks of metal, 
They alone would make the motor slug- 
gish, but again a solution may be lifted 
from the KR, XR hub and drum may be 
replaced with KR parts, and immediately 
Several pounds of rapidly spinning mass 
are eliminated, However, the KR drum 
holds a five-plate clutch, and there is 
some doubt that it will be an adequate 
substitute for the XR’s seven-plate 
clutch. This is why we say the solutionis 
not ideal, Better performance should 
result, but so should a higher rate of 
clutch destruction, The ideal solution 
would be a new and lighter hub anddrum 
made from aluminum for the seven-plate 
XR clutch, but at present none is avail- 
able, 

When you get your primary drive all 
put together, you can remove a full ounce 
from the primary sprocket nut alone. 
The stock nut weighs 2- 1/4 ounces, When 
cut down to 1-1/4 ounces, there still is 
plenty of area for your wrench jaws to 
grab.

That takes care of some of the reci- 
procating weights, so as you assemble 
the motor, you take the grinders to the 
parts that increase overall weight, You 

may remove a half inch from each cylind- 
er stud without doing any damage. 

All of the heavy iron bolts on the 
frame should be replaced with aircraft- 


type aluminum bolts, These can be as ' 


much as 70% lighter than the bolts that 
come on the XR, 

Finally, now that your bike is lighter 
and running freer, you must modify the 
transmission to get that newly-found 
power to the ground, The stock Sportster

cogs that come in the XR simply don't 
provide the proper ratios for half mile 
racing, This box-— and the pistons — are 
areas where Milwaukee can be accused 
of cutting the corners too sharply inorder | 
to reach the 1970 season with the required 
number of bikes, Again, simply do what 
they should have done: rob your KR, 

That piece of factory literature we 
mentioned at the first of this article also 
states that the XR is “‘,..destined to rival 
the KR flathead inframe.,’’ We don’t think 
this is mere advertising bull. In fact, we 
don’t doubt it, However, let’s reflect 
upon the number of hours that went into 
the KR, That fabulous racer wasaresult 
of hundreds of people working over а 
period of 15 years, We should not expect 
to deny the XR the same patience and 
attention.

STURGIS, SOUTH DAKOTA, August 9, 
1970 — They came from coast to coast 
to this small town at the foot of the Black 
Hills. It was early Monday morning when 
the first began to pull into town, and 
many missed the two on-off ramps on 
Highway 90 that linked this town with the 
rest of the Midwest. 

But, by Tuesday evening, the city 
limits were packed with thousands of 
these motorcyclists. The only park in 
town had turned into a campground with 
tents, campers, pickups, and vans with 
imitation lean-toos sprawled every- 
where, The streets were so thick with 
cycles that Marlon Brando would never 
be noticed. 

The city officials, however, were not 
up in arms over the ‘‘invasion’’, In fact, 
neither were the city residents, Instead, 
all welcomed the groups and individuals 
with open arms, 

If this all seems unbelievable — a day- 
dream — consider it fact. For this week, 
this typical town had turned atypical for 
the 30th time in its history. This week, 
Sturgis, S.D., had become ‘‘Cycle City, 
USA", 

The festivities began Wednesday with 
a 175 mile tour of the Black Hills, 
beginning sharply at 9 a.m. and ending 
late in the afternoon as the stragglers 
slowly pulled back into town, Another . 
tour group went out Thursday, but this 
time in another direction covering an 
equal amount of ground, 

That night, the first of many races 
was scheduled to begin, but the 90 degree 
temperatures were quickly cooled as a 
thunderstorm, Midwestern style, rolled 
over the area, 

This resulted in making a beautiful 
Friday morning for the Hill climb as 
several thousand spectators and partici- 
pants took in the action, Less than 100 
yards away (and before the climb was 
finished) the sportsman motocross 
events began with the track so full of 
machines that Evel Knievel would quiver 
over, But, Friday’s events went off 
smoothly and without incident or 
accident. 

When it is said they came from all 
over the nation, Saturday and Sunday was 
when it really became apparent as the 
half-mile and short track professional 
races got underway with National Point 
Standings leader Dick Mann grabbing the 
first place money in Saturday half-mile, 
Also on hand were Chuck Palmgren, 
Neil Keen, Al Urich, and John Issacs, 

In the Amateur races, San Diego’s 
Rich Holly had complete command of the 
track, Not only did he win easily the 
half-mile Amateur final both days, buthe

Anyone who was at Orange County, 
whether rider or spectator, can only be 
impressed with the way in which the AFM 
runs its monthly meetings, A good ex- 
| ample was in the running of the heavy- 
М weight production event in which a bike 
| blew a crankcase and covered the apex 
of turn four with oil, 

Consequently, riders began falling like 
ten pins as they came tearing around the 
tower and on to the oil, Dick Killgrow 
managed to remove a tree as he slid 
-| across the muck. : 

The tower notified the start-finish line 
and the race was immediately black- 
flagged and the oil removed from the 
track, 
| On the restart it was George Kerker 

who took the win onhis Norton Commando 
after a long, hard struggle with John 
McGilvrey on a factory sponsored BSA, 
Ron Pierce took the 350cc class win on 
the fantasticly fast Yamaha R5, 
In the 250cc, 350cc and 500cc grand 
prix three-lap heat races, all record 
times were broken. 
Don Emde, sixth place finisher at 
Daytona, completed the three laps in 
4:38.5 in the 250cc class, Art Baumann

The first race of the day was the com- 
bined lightweight production and 50cc 
GP event, In result, the little Honda 
CR 110s with a power peak at about 
14,000 revs and fitted with an eight- speed 
gearbox were passing 250cc production 
machines with ease, 

John Seafire, Dave Scott and Jim 
Evans each battled for the lead and 
Seafire eventually won on one of those 
Honda 110cc bikes, 

Pat Evans rode his 200cc Yamaha to 
an easy win in the 200cc class by extend- 
ing his lead steadily each lap. 

In the lightweight GP, hosever, he was 
pushed by Ron Pierce ona 125cc Yamaha, 
even though he held a 75cc advantage, 
Pierce, riding wide open much of the 
race, took advantage of the technique of 
being sucked along behind the more 
powerful bike by riding its tail, The two 
were so close that after seven laps, they 
were separated by .5 second, 

Using every trick he knew, Evans 
attempted to lose Pierce, buthe could not 
and finally Pierce crept by in the late 
stages and came home first. It was the 
first time a lightwelght GP bike had 
completed a lap here in under 1:30. By 
winning, Pierce also broke his record 
for this class he set last month by an 
unbelievable 40 seconds.

However, a lap later Mike Lane astride 
a Kawasaki was holding off Nicholas and 
Art Baumann while Kerker had dropped 
into a fourth place battle with John 
McGilvrey. 

In the third lap straightaway, AMA 
Novice ranked Lane still held the. lead 
and continued to put off the experienced 
Experts, In the fifth lap’s turn one, he 
almost lost it but recovered to still hold 
a slight advantage over Nicholas and 
Baumann. In the same turn a lap later, 
Lane pushed ita little too hard and fast 
and dropped his bike, 

Nicholas then shot into the lead with 
Baumann a distant second after he had 
been caught behind a slower rider. But, 
Baumann recovered nicely and for nine 
laps it was a tossup between the two, 

Apparently, Nicholas bike had the 
edge on Baumann's because, as they 
rounded the final turn on the last lap, 
Nicholas was a half length behind Bau- 
mann but poured on the gas and just 
nipped him at the checkered. The final 
time was 21:26.4, another new record 
and the speed averaged by Nicholas was 
a fast 83.95. 

In addition to the road racing events, 
in each of the five AFM races are also 
sidecar races which are really outstand- 
ing.

Some of us envy those motorcycle 
riders with the audacity and determina- 
tion to ride their cycles from the border 
at Tijuana to the tip of Baja at La Paz, 
Maybe all of us should try it sometime 
when we find the right combination of 
vehicle, time, ambition, and energy. Of 
course, we might wait until a hardtopped 
road is completed for the length of the 
peninsula, but then we'll be too old for 
anything but an electric car, and much 
of the fun and challenge of the ride 
would be gone. 

Until the right time arrives, here is a 
three or four day trip that is soft enough 
for any rider on any road bike, It gets 
far enough south of the border to sniff 
the wildness of the far beyond section 
and introduces the stranger to a sample 
of freedom that is rapidly disappearing 
from the American scene. Baja, almost 
any part outside the confines of border 
cities, is an area that seems not to worry 
about an individual’s actions as long as 
no one is hurt, There are hardly any cops 
behind billboards, and once you leave the 
beaten track people are very helpful and 
friendly. Not that good folks are not found 
elsewhere, but friendliness is the rule, 
not the exception, in this sampling of 
Mexican territory at the top of manana 
land, 

Ensenada, 65 miles south of the border, 
is the terminus of the firstday’s journey 
— if you start from somewhere beside 
Southern California it may take longer,

of course, but regardless, an overnight 
Stop here is recommended, 

Get away from the American tourist 
section for a while and see how cheap it 
is to buy a taco or enchilada from a 
street vendor or small shop owner. 
Visit the fish cannery, and ride out to the 
wharf on the seashore side of the town, 
or ride up on the residential hill for a 
beautiful view of the town and port. Muy 
interesante, senor. 

From Tijuana to Ensenada take the old 
road, not the freeway (or is it the toll- 
road?) Whatever its name, the new 
divided highway costs money and is not 
half as interesting as the original. Stop 
at Rosarito and other towns and villages 
along the way to get acquainted with the 
country. 

Watch for large trucks on this road, 
as they invariably cut across the center 
line on sharp curves, and their progress 
up a winding grade after the road leaves

the ocean is usually very slow. This, the 
original highway, pre-toll road, is well 
maintained, and is used by most Mexicans 
in traveling from town to town, ‘‘Pic- 
turesque’’ would describe it, 

Take two days to explore the country 
below Ensenada, To get further than about 
ten miles below you will need a tourist 
permit. It can be obtained at a check 
point at this distance south of the city. 
Cost is free, Identification such as a 
voter's certificate or a valid drivers 
license is needed, Also, a registration 
slip for the motorcycle is required. 

If you expect to return the same day 
the customs man will probably tell you 
to go on without the formality of a per- 
mit, But, don’t fail to stop. The ''alto"' 
or stop sign is not very large, and the 
man's place of business is not prominent, 
but watch for it, and stop. It is not 
necessary to stop for Agricultural In- 
spection Stations. although trucks with

produce do. Such a station is located in 
the edge of the village belowthe customs 
stop, 

One can hardly know where he is going 
along here without a map at hand, The 
AAA has a good one showing side roads 
leading to the ocean and the interior and 
locating villages and ranchos. The Mexi- 
can Tourist Bureau in town gives these 
maps free to tourists. With two days to 
spend you can explore a number of by- 
ways and maybe get down along the 
beach for some clamming or other fun, 

The hardtop extends 86 miles below 
Ensenada according to my speedometer, 
and the maintained road (I say that 
advisedly), continues for about 30 more 
to the old port and village of San Quintin, 
The road is graded but rough and wash- 
boared, and it is likely that nothing will 
be done to it.until the hardtopping crew 
comes along sometime in the dim future.

thing in between can negotiate it, but it 
is more work than fun. 

The country along this part is very 
barren and monotonous, and for my 
money not worth banging up a good road 
machine for, But side trips can be worth 
while. A dirt road leads from a point 
near the end of the hardtop 44 miles to 
Mikes Sky Rancho in the interior. I went 
in part way, and found'the surface agree- 
able to my BMW, although dusty. Farther 
in it could be impassable, but one can 
turn around and come back out if need 
be. So, you might try it. 

A road sign also points to San Felipe 
at this turn-off, but I doubt that it is 
more than a meandering burro trail. But 
— if it gets too tough, come back, By the 
way, carry a canteen of water. You may 
not drink it, but it is nice to have along, 

The little towns of Santo Tomas, 30 
miles below Ensenada, and San Vicente, 
55, make interesting stopping places. 
Lodgings and meals are available at both 
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speak no English. 


places, and high test gaso (yellow pump) 
is available at San Vicente, also at San 
Quintin, I enjoyed a well cooked meal of 
one beef enchilada, beans, tortillas, and 
beer for about 60 cents in San Vicente. 

Note: Change a few American dollars 
to pesos at a Ensenada bank before 
leaving, and use denominations of 10 
pesos or less, The little restaurants and 
stores do not keep much money on hand, 
To flash a big bill at them is to act like 
an arrogant rich Americano (not a com- 
pliment). When trading in Ensenada, 
even, use small bills of $5 and $1 unless 
a large purchase is made. Dollars are 
OK in the tourist section of the city, but 
pesos are best, elsewhere. 

I failed to do this once, and wound up 
embarrassed, I gave a quarter to a per- 
son for a 6 centavo taco, Finally, after 
much discussion and misunderstanding 
I was given 26 cents back in change, The 
only way I could pay for the taco was to 
give a 10 cent tip. Ignorance is not bliss!

Santo Tomas Valley is noted for its 
grapes and its rich wines, It is a beauti- 
ful little valley reached after crossing a 
low ridge of mountains, Visit its winery, 
and if you are adventurous, see if you 
can locate the old Santo Tomas Mission 
in the eastern section of the valley. A 
nice little store- restaurant- motel combo 
sells Mexican products and furnishes 
meals, It is set up for tourists, and 
charges tourist prices. But where else 
can you get a quail dinner for $3. 

Now, let's assume that the first night 
was spent in Ensenada, and the second 
at a beach west of San Vicente, The third 
could be spént in Ensenada, then, after 
a second day of exploring, The morning 
of the fourth day we leave for a leisurely 
tour along a recently completed road to 
Tecate, stopping to take pictures and to 
visit the old town of Guadalupe along the 


way. This road was surfaced along about ' 


1967. Traffic is light. 
It is a great ride through cultivated

valleys and over an abrupt range of 
mountains, Curiously, I could see the 
smog from Tijuana and the California 
coast from the top of the grade along 
this road. 

Spend several hours or overnight in 
Tecate, the home of two famous Mexican 
beers, You can cross the border here, 
and head back to San Diego on 94, or 
remain in Mexico and return along the 
border to Tijuana. The border crossing 
is usually less complicated at Tecate 
because of minimum traffic. 

Sunday afternoon visitors to Tecate 
may be treated to a band concert in the 
plaza — something that is seldom seen 
in the USA anymore, Get a shine for 
10 cents from a shoe shine boy, andhelp 


‘him earn a living. These boys will give 


you the best boot shine in north America 
if you let them know you appreciate it, 
and I don't mean by offering a big tip. 
«Mucho bueno, gracias,’’ will do,

MR, MOTOCROSS, a new book by four 
time 250cc World Motocross Champion, 
Torsten Hallman, is destined for suc- 
cess, Not because it’s spectacularly well 
written or informative, though, It’s just 
that Hallman is sort of a folk hero toa 
burgeoning number of people, starved 
for ‘‘inside’’ information about their 
primary love, motocross. 

Most of the 108 page paperback -— 88 
pages, to be exact— deal with the author's 
memories of his 14 years of racing. 
Three small sections in the back of the 
book, however, deal with physical fit- 
ness, racing tips and motocross in the 
United States. 

The 14 year narrative that Torsten 
takes the reader on is somewhat dis- 
jointed and hard to follow, probably be- 

. cause of the language and/< or translation 
of the book. In fact, Kenneth Olausson, 
the author’s friend and editor of the book 
tells you in the forward that “‘...the 
language barrier has been a difficult 
obstacle,’’ and to ‘‘Please overlook the 
mistakes that may occur.’’ 

And, if you follow Olausson’s advise, 
you do indeed find a fairly interesting, 
if somewhat sketchy, account of Hall- 
man’s racing career. 

The account starts at the end, actually. 


“The year was 1968,’’ Hallman begins, _

championship honors, The race is in 
southern Austria, and it is the deciding 
event in the chase for the title. Of course 
it’s history that Robert became World 
Champion, but the former champ tells 
how he was foiled in his attempt at his 
fifth world title. 

Hallman goes on from there toexplain 
how he started riding in his home town 
of Uppsala, Sweden, his early riding 
experiences, and finally his supportfrom 
the Husqvarna factory. 

Then starts the tale of his rise to 


stardom... 

All in all it’s an enjoyable tale, es- 
pecially some of his remarks about 
fellow riders: 

JEFF SMITH — “I have always ad- 
mired that man as one of the most out- 
standing riders there are because of his 
fantastic fighting spirit. Jeff never gives 
up and always comes back if he fails. 
That’s how it has been and that’s how it 
still is despite his nearly 20 years in 
the game..." 

JOEL ROBERT — “,..1 thought that 
Joel rode a bit careless and risky which 
later only would turn out to be his riding 
style. He’s a real flyer and if you ever 
saw him in form on his CZ you’ll never 
forget it as long as you live...It’s quite 
fantastic how we’ve fought Joel and Iand 
it has given me (and no doubthim, too...) 
many bright memories...Joel and I are 
and have been big rivals on the track, but 
at the same time we've had a lot of fun 
together and we're very good friends,” 

VICTOR ARBEKOV — “Victor, who 
once had been riding like a mad-man to 
stay ahead of me in Russia, hadgrown to 
a powerful and very stylish rider, His 
riding performances when he was at the 
top were distinguished by distinct and 
perfect control ofthe bike...Unfortunate- 
ly, this was the only successful year for 
Arbekov (1965). When he won the title the 
Russians wanted to make him a super-

pionship easily. So, they sent him toa 
training camp where he had to ride and 
práctice physically for half a year be- 
fore the 1966 season would start. I 
remember very well when I met Victor 
in Spain, He was an entire new human 
being. In the first place he had gained 
weight by about 40 pounds which is quite 
2 lot during six month's time, Then he 
was tired of riding and he had no spirit 
whatsoever, The Russians had forgotten 
that there is something called 
psychology, too, Victor didn’t even want 
to win knowing that he then would have to 
go back to the training camp, His smooth- 
ness in riding was gone and Victor never 
became the same rider -after that,’’ 

OLLE PETTERSSON- “‘Weoften trav- 
elled together to the GP's and we've 
spent a lot of gay hours in the Mercedes 
on the German Autobahn where we spent 
some hours each time we got to a Conti- 
nental race, Olle is somewhat quiet but 
he is also a very reliable and friendly 
person. He is a great friend of mine and 
we've learnt a lot from each other as to 
riding and things that concern our pro- 
fession.” -

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TORLIEF HANSEN — ''The 20 year 
old boy is quite a character and we call 
him the ‘Swedish Cassius Clay’ as they 
talk the same way. However, just like the 
boxer, Torleif has good reasons to be- 
lieve that he'll be a top scrambler, and 
he has proved it many times already.He 
is afraid of no one and rides with the 
spirit we remember from Joel in 1964.” 

Although it’s somewhat doubtful that 
the book’s sections on physical fitness 
and racing tips will make an Expert out 
of a Novice, they do provide some inter- 
esting information that many motocross 
aficionados may find helpful. 

The final section of the book deals 
with motocross in the United States, but 
comes across, for the most part, as an 
apology for and glorification of 
Husqvarna importer and Inter-Am pro- 
noter, Edison Dye. ‘‘With Edison’s opti- 
mistic stakes, his ideas and sacrifices 
it has been possible to run the Inter-Am 
and I think all motocross fans should be 
grateful to him, for the sport wouldn't 
have been the same thing without Dye,”’ 
the author tells us, Which, of course, is 
at least partly true, — Bob Sanford.
